OW AT farther News have you of the 
Pretendetand his Fleet, Roger ? 
Country-m. Nothing that can be depended on, 
Mafter ; but I think there’s no great Cate to ap- 
prehend much Danger from him, 

Obf. Why fo, Roger ? 

Country-m. Why, Malter, Addrefles come in fo 
thick againft him, that the very Wind of them 1s 
enough to blow him from the Britifh Coaft. 

Obf. 1 am very well pleas’dtohear, that the Peo- 
ple from all Quartersexprefs their Zeal againft him, 
and his Adherents, Roger ; but the Wind of Ord- 
nance from out Men of War, would have blown 
him off much more effcétually, could they have 
reach’d him. But pray what remarkable Addrefles 
are there, Roger ? 

Country=m. You have heard before, Matter, of the 
Addrefies from Edinbargh and Glajgow, the princi- 
pal Cities of Scotland; and now we have an Ac- 
count, that they are preparing to make guod their 
Addrefies by their Swords, and levy Money by vo- 
luntary Contributions, to put Men in Arms for 
that End. 

Obf. That’s a Proof of their being in good Ear- 
neft, Roger; thofe Peoples Addrefles may fignify 
fomething at that Rate; but for Addrefles-in_ge- 
neral, we have had-teo many Inftances in this Part 
of the Ifland, t6 conyince us, that they have been 
nothing but Words of Courfe. I fhall only trou- 
ble you with two of thoefe Inftances at prefent: 
The firft is, that of Richard>+he Protector, who, 
when he was forc'd to remove fromm Whitehall, took 
{pecial Care, among othet Things, to carry off a 

eat old Trunk; and whenthofe about himihought 
it odd, that he fhould encumber himfelf then,with 
fueha Piece of Lumber, he told them it was full 
of Addrefles from all the Towns and Counties of 
England. This confirm’d them the more, of its 
being a very ufelefs Piece of Baggage; which he 
perceiving, ask’d them, Gentlemen, don’t you know, 
that this Trunk contains Affurances, that the Lives and 
Fortunes of all the People of England, are at my Ser- 


® vice ? The other Inftance, is, that of the late King 


Fames, who had as many Addrefles, as Richard had, 
and were juft of as much Ufeto him. Iown, Ro- 
ger, there’s no Parallel in thofe two Cafes, and this 
at pfefent; but they are Proof enough, that Ad- 
drefies, without being feconded by Actions, figni- 
F litte. Therefore, Roger, 1 fhould think our 
glifh Addreflers would more effectually ftrike a 
Terror into the French Tyrant, and his Nurfeling, 
if they whetted their Swords, and clean’d their Fu- 
fees ; for we may fuffet by not having our Arms 
clean, as well.as by not ving, 4 Ships fo. 
ms That's very true 3 we may be 
fure the Arms that the French bring with them, are 
not rufty ; therefore J fhould think it now a fit 
Timé to train ahd difcipline our Militia, in order 
to make them mote ferviceable, eff thole of 
the Acrthern Counties; for that would animate 
our Friends in Scotland, and difcourage our Ene- 
mies there. Befides, Mafter; were our Militia well 
train'd. and ee it would make a Standing- 
Army lefs needful, in’ Cafe we fhould have any 


fuch Men among us, as would make a lame Leg 
OF Scotland, and fuffer that Country to _be-over-run 
and embroil'd by a fortign Force, and inteftineRe- | 


bellion, as there were tliofe who advisd Jreland to 
be made {6 at the Time of the Revolution, on Pur- 
pofe to be an Argument for a Standing-Army ; 
and how dangerous, as well as chargeable an Ex- 
periment that ptov’d to us, we may all very well 
remember; 

Obf. .We can’t well forget it, Roger, when we 
find almoft every Parliament fince that Time, the 
Londonderry-men, and others, who did us fuch e- 
minent Service on that Occafion, petitioning full 
for the Arrears due to them; and as if that, and 
other Difcouragements, fuch as the fuffering of fo 
many of thofe brave Men to ftarve here, for want 
of Encouragement, tho’ theyfhad loft their All by 
preferving that Country to the Englifh Crown, 
had not been fhameful enough Monuments ot 
{orlte Peoples Ingratitude.. It is not many Years 
fince the Sacramental Teft was throft dowi 
thofe Peoples Throats, which they were forc'd to 
jubmit to, otherwife they muft have been depriv'd 
of the Benefit of a Law, ‘or preventing the Info- 
lence and Growth of Papifts in that Kingdom ; 
which has always been fo fatal and expen{ive to 
this Nation. 

Country-m. That was a very bad Fiece of Policy, 
as well as an evident Mark of fome Mens Want 
of a true Spirit of Chiiftianity, and of Zeal for the 
reform’d Kelizion, Mafter, to rut cut-throat and 
rebellious Papifts, and loyal and brave Proteftants; 
into one and the fame penal Law, tho’ the former 
have always fhewn an incurable Averfion to out 
holy Religion, as well as to the Englifh Govern- 
ment; and have twice, within the Memory of ma- 
ny yet alive, involv’d that Kingdom in a general 
Rebellion; and tho’ the latter have been always 
zealous Proteftants, and were the main Inftruments 
of faving that Country both Times from being 
rent from the Englifh Crown. — 3 

Obj. Thus we fee, Roger, how Bigotry and Su- 
perftition are preferr'd by fome Men, io true Reli- 
gion, common and undoubted Juftice, and the e- 
vident Intereft of their Country. For fhould the 
French have invaded Ireland,.as they now threaten 
to invade Britain, the Proteftants in the North of 
that Kingdom, are by this Sacramental Teft, ren- 
der’d uncapable of doing that Service to the Crown 
of Great Britain, and to their native Country, that 


they did during the Jrifh Rebellion of 1641, and. 


the late Rebellion at the Revolution ; for none of 
thofe, who refufe the Sacramental Telt, can fo much 
as bear a Commiffion of the Lieutenaney or Peace, 
or in the Army, or be er ater Corporati- 
on: And of what ill Confequence that may be in 
the Worth of Ireland, where moft of them are zea- 
lons Presbyterians, let any Man imagi 
Roger, it was an effectual Way to e and, 
en the Zeal of the Church of Scotland, a3 well as 
lof the Diflenters in England for the prefent Go- 
vernment, when they find themfelves thus brand- 
ed with fuch a Note of Infamy, and that too af-
